and their children. Others have been 
renting farms and have accumulat- 
ed sufficient capital to purchase land 
here but find prices in the south pro- 
hibitive. 
Last Year's Sctticments. 

Last year's invasion from the ne'gh-

PIONEER OF 
LEDUC DIED 


IN KANOKG 


‘John Burns, Formerly of Ireland, City Commissioners Haye Issued 


One of Earliest Settlers, Was 
Respected Citizen 


The death took place at Norton, 
Kansas, on January 15th, of Mr. John 
Burns, one of the oldest and most 
respected pioneers of this district 

Deceased was born in County Wer- 
ford, Ireland, on August 8th. 
and emigrated to the States at the age 
of 30 After some years experience 
at various occupations in the eastern 
States he eventually moved west and 
engaged in mining in several camps 
among the Rockies where he formed 
the acquaintance, and worked side by 
side with ench mining magnates s 
McKay, O’Brien. Mke Carroll and 
Marcus Daly. During these days his 
family resided on his 480 acre ranch 
in Kansas, which he recently sold, and 
to which he moved about tWo years 
ago, for the benefit of his health 


In -896 he rented his Kansas prop 
erty and moved to Alberta with his 
family, After inspecting several lo- 


cal'ties here, he decided to locate at 
WHton Park, fourteen miles west and 


three miles north from Leduc Here 
he acquired ‘a considerable portion 
of land, 400 acres of which he re- 


tained till his qdeath 

Being the first settler in this dis- 
trict, the carly land seekers remem- 
ber with grat tude the hospitality, 
entertainment and services which he 
and his family generously afforded 
them His house was always open 
and his services at their disposal, no 
matter what hour of the day or n'ght 
they might happen to arrive Being 
a brilliant raconteur, many a long 
hour he wh led away around his fire- 
side recounting to his guests the sad 
tales of “Black 47° when thousands 
died of sickness and famine in his 
native land while as much 
exported out of the country 4s would 
feed duuble the population The 
Irish eviction scenes 
un eye-witness in his boyhood and 
early manhood, were very vivid and 
never failed to leave a lasting impres- 
sion on his hearers. Like all men who 
were the victims of such laws he was 


imbued with an implacable hatred of | 


niustice and an ardent love of free 
dom and fair play for all men and all 
nations.

Dominion Executive of G.W.V.A. 
at Ottawa Reach This 
Decision 


OTTAWA, Jan. 20, — (Canadian 
Press)—There is to be no restraint in 
the future in (he digcussion of political 
questions at branéh meetings of the 
Great War Veterans’ assoctation 
throughout Canada This decision 
was reached at the meeting today of 
the Dominion executive. G. W. V. A,, 
jhere, when the following resolution 
was adopted: 

“Whereas the G. W. V. A. stands 
first for Canada and In the highest 
sense for the best interests of Cana- 
dians; 

“And whereas the G. W. V. A. seeks 
earnestly to dis:over and disseminate 
ithe truth with reference to national 
questions; 

“And whereas the free and open dis- 
cussion of subjects of national im- 
portance ts of advantage to our coun- 
try at large; 

“Therefore, be it resolved that we, 
the members of the Dominion execu- 
tlve committee, assembled, do hereby 
endorse the general request of tha 
members of the G. W. V. A. that the| 
part of clause 77 of our by-laws, which 
prohibits political discussion be de- 
leted.” 


MINISTERS

Declaration of French Cabinet 
Submitted by Prom. Millerand 
Outlines General Views 


PARIS, Jan. 20.—The new cabinet’s 
declaration of policy to be read to par- 
Mament on Thursday, was submitted 
to the counc¢!! of ministers tonight by 
Premier Millerand, and received the 
approval of the council. 

The declaration outlines general 
views without dealing in detail with 
many of the problems growing out of 
the war. which it says are, In general, 
of equal {mportance. It declares it 
is the duty of French citizens to pro- 
duce more and consume less and the 
duty ‘of the country to assume new fis- | 
cal burdens to pay the nation’s war 
debt. 


Tribute to Clemenceau 1 

The declaration opens with a trib-| 
ute to former Premier Clemenceau. 

Regarding foreign affairs, it affirms) 
to be the cahinet’s Intention to follow} 
French political tradition {fn full ac- 
cord with France's allies. The declar- 
| ation calls for exact execution of the 
German peace treaty. It says the 
league of nations can be of great ald 
in that direction and should be 
strengthened and developed 

Concerning internal affairs, besides 
urging new taxation, greater produc- 
tion and less consumption, the declar- 
ation promises fulfillment of the gov- 
ernment's pledges to the soldiers 

The document concludes by recall- 
ing that the republic intends to govern 
the country without religious inter- 
ference, remarking that separation of 
church and state is not a state of 
war, but of liberty.
